THE FINANCIAL AND POLITICAL SITUATION OF 
THE ITALIAN KINGDOM. 


Lorpox, May 29.—The Times Rome corre- 
spondent reviews both’ the financial and 
political situation of the Italian Kingdom.

McFarland came and went 
about the Sheedy residence at the beck and 
call ofthe wife of the murdered man, was 
looked upon asa sort of family servant toa 
certain extent, and hence his confession im- 
plicating the wife found favor with the pub- 


According to his statement he was em 
ployed by Mrs. Sheedy to do the deed. The 
first attempt was fruitless, but it was seen 
then that a pistol shot would arouse the 
neighbors,and he was instructed to use a 
cane or other noiseless instrument. He 
bought a cane with money furnished him. 
On the Sunday night of the crime he was 
plied with liquor; was to wait outside the 
house at Twelfth and P streets; a raised win- 
dow blind was the signal when the victim 
was leaving, and at the same time a light for 
the negro. Sheedy was struck and his skull 
crushed as he left his own doorway. He was 
taken to his bed and doctors summoned, 
They did not think, nor did he, it is claimed, 
that he was fatally injured. However, he 
sank into a comatose condition and died in 
about twelve hours, and Monday McFarianda’s 
arrest and confession followed. 

The skull showed no internal evidence of 
fracture. Dr. Gaffney, to whom it was 
handed on the witness stand, testified that 
he had taken part in the post-mortem exam- 
ination, but found no evidence that death 
had been produced by the blow given by the 
negro. \The symptoms of Sheedy before 
death and the condition of the vital organs 
at the time of the autopsy showed that the 
man had died from the effects of morphine 
poisoning. 

Detective Malone, who worked up the case, 
gave in full the first confession of Monday 
MeFarland on the morning following his ar- 
rest. It detailed at length how Mrs. Sheedy 
had induced the negro to assault her hus- 
band and had told McFarland that in case 
her husband was hurt so that he would have 
to go to bed she would finish the job. 

Mr. Hall, attorney for the defense, created 
profound astonishment by declaring that an 
analysis of the stomach of Sheedy showed no 
evidence of morphine poisoning.

The Work Abandoned After a Number of 
Bricks in the Outer Wall Had Been Re- 
moved—Stabbed by a Watchman—A 
Farmer Claims to Have Been Robbed— 
Police News. 


Detective Pat Lawler is working to-day on 
an attempt by safe-blowers to open the safe 
vaults of Whitaker & Hodgman, brokers, at 
Fourth and Olive. The attempt was made 
during the night and was a most bungling 
job of which any professional safe blower. 
who has any respect at all for his reputation 
ought to feel ashamed. 

The vaults are in the rearof the office, 
whichis a spacious room, They are dul 
with a double wall of brick In the center of 
which is an tron sheeting. An ordinary safe 
is placed within. There are two vaults, 
built midway between the north and south 
sides of the room. The vault that was tam 
pered with was the one nearest the north 
wall. The attempt to open the safe was 
made at the rear corner of the vault.

Mayor Noonan wound up a very eventful 
da y yesterday by a narrow escape from hav- 
ing his head punched by the Chief of Police, 
Maj.

The trouble oc- 
curred right in front of the barber shop of 
the Southern Hotel, on Broadway, yesterday 
evening. The Mayor was very loud and was 
the one who first proposed violence, and 
Maj.

The story as told by ah eye-witness is sub- 
stantially as follows:

It only lasted a very short time, but was 
getting very warm, when some man I did 
not know jumped outof the buggy and got 
hold of the Mayor and drove off with him. 

‘‘Maj. Harrigan stood there for a while 
and then walked away. 

The Mayor could not be found high or low 
this morning either by reporters, the Boston 
delegation or the Board of Public Improve 
ments.

ILLINOIS LEGISLATURE. 


Bills Considered To-Day and Passed in 
Both Houses. 

SPRINGFIELD, HI., May 29.—The lake front 
settlement bill agreed upon last night by 
the House Judiciary Committee was prompt- 
ly reported to the House this morn- 
ing and advanced to second reading. 
The bill to suppress mediums and 
Spiritualists followed in the same line. Mr. 
Springer failed signally in an effort to non- 
concur with the Committee on Banks and 
Banking which rejected the bill providing 
for the inspection of private banks, and Mr. 
Carson was unsuccessful in trying to call 
up the bill repealing the law 
providing for the collection of agri- 
cultural statistics. A batch of appropria- 
tion bills were advanced and a long and 
amusing debate ensued on the bill to appro- 

late 5.000 for the treatment of poor pa- 
tients at the Pastepr Institute, Chicago. 
Tbe argument against it was that 
it was unconstitutional, because they 
bad no right to donate money 
to a private institution,and the Pasteur is but 
an annex of the Rush Medical College. After 
an hour’s discussion it was agreed to give $50 
to pauper patients if cured at the Pasteur and 
also to the Kealley Alcohol Cure Institute at 
Dwight. The bill making appropriation for 
the penitentiary at Chester was 
considerably pruned and sent to third read- 
ing, as was the one for the Southern Normal 
University at Carbondale. A joint resointion 
was adopted to adjourn to-day until next 


read. Mr. Duxon of Lee presented a substi- 
tute,the Miller bill, which failed two years 
ago, making a reformatory of the Chester 
Penitentiary, and this was debated at length, 
pending which the House adjourned. 

The Senate made the ouliding and loan as- 
sociation bill aspecial order for next Tues- 
day, and set the consideration of Mr. Fern’s 
anti-trust bill for next Wednesday.

BLUFFED BY HOTSON 


The State Board of Health Weakens On 
Its Own Grounds. ! 


IT DOUBTS ITS POWER TO REVOKE ITs 
OWN LICENSE. 


QO 


Remarkable Outcome of the Midwife’s 
Trial in Jefferson City—The State Board 
Uncertain as to Its Authority to Regu- 
late the Practice of Midwifery— Referred 
to the Attorney-General. 


Midwife Louise Hotson appeared in person 
before the State Board of Health in Jefferson 
City yesterday, when her trial on charges of 
immorality was called. She was accom- 
panied by Lawyers Sullivan and McClelland 
of st. Louis, and the trio scored a signal and 
peculiar victory over the State Board. 

The pretty midwife entered no defense 
whatever of the charges of criminality pre- 
ferred against her. She simply denied the 
jurisdiction of the State Board of Health in 
the matter, and figuratively snapped her 
fingers at the august body under 
whose license she has followed her pro- 
fession of midwifery in st. Louis. She 
denied, not only that the State Board of 
Health has no power to revoke her license as 
a midwife, but that it had no power in the 
first place to issue it, and that it has no juris- 
diction whatever over the practice of mid- 
wifery in the State of Missouri. 

UNCERTAIN OF ITS OWN POWERS. 
remarkable part of this proceeding was 
hat it developed that the State Board of 
Health itself is apparently in doubt as to its 
powers in the premises. After having grand- 
ly and solemnly issued licenses to mid wives 
for several years past, authoriz- 
ing them to practice their pro- 
fession, and in a manner establishing 
their professional standing, at the first case 
of an offense against the board’s regulation, 
warranting a revocation of its license, the 
virtually acknowledges its doubt 
as to its original legal right to issue such a 

license

THE BODY ESCORTED BY A COMMITTEE 
OF MINISTERS AND LAYMEN. 


Rev. Dr. A. A. E. Taylor of the Funera 
Committee Describes the Death Scene— 
Russell A. Alger’s Tribute—Action 
Taken by the Merchants’ Exchange 
and Other Bodies.

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THE IMMIGRATION PROBLEX.: 

Chairman GRosVENOR of the commission 
recently appointed by Secretary FosTER to 
investigate our streams of foreign immi- 
gration, is evidently a little too indis- 
criminate in his opposition to any sort 
of foreign immigrants to be at much pains 
in devising laws for the exclusion of ob- 
jectionable ones without excluding those 
whom it has always been our policy 
to welcome. From his talk it seems that 
all oomers from foreign lands are objec- 
tionable to him if they are not English. 
He says: 

The country is rapidly becoming too 
strongly tainted with foreign odors. Take 
Wisconsin as an instance, a State that 18 
almost a European province. The people 
there demand the conduct of the schools in a 
foreign tongue and give other marked evi- 
dences of their alienism. In a little while 
they will insist on having records of their 
Legislature kept in their non-American 
language, and ontop of this will come an 
endeavor to have the courts operate in the 
language or languages native to other lands 
than ours. This is all wrong. We can not 
afford to welcome those who will not be of 
us. 
There is nothing in the Federal Consti- 


tution or in the constitution of any State 
which deprives the people of the right to 
study and use any language they like best. 
The Louisiana French and the Pennsyl- 
vania ‘‘Dutch’’ are about as thoroughly 
Americanized and as patriotic as any other 
class of citizens, in spite of the fact that 
they have not entirely abandoned the lan- 
guage of their fathers, and have taught 
their children to speak two languages in- 
stead of one. There is no more ‘‘aien- 
ism’? in this than there is in teaching for- 
eign languages asan accomplishment to 
the children of the rich, and Gen. GRos- 
VENOR is pandering to a very ignor- 
ant prejudice when he assumes that 
the speaking of any language but English 
is unpatriotic or tends to prevent the as- 
similation and speedy Americanization of 
allthe foreign streams attracted to this 
country. 

We know to the contrary that the second 
generations all speak English and become 
as much opposed to foreign influence and 
‘talienism’’ as Gen. GROSVENOR himself. 
The Wisconsin Lutheran who insists that 
the State shall not deprive the parent of all 
control over the education of his children, 
and shall not force him to send his chil- 
dren to State schools when he is able and 
willing to educate them in his own way at 
his own expense, is more thoroughly 
Americanized than the man who would 
have the State imitate the policy of Russia 
in Poland and the policy of Germany in 
Alsace and Lorraine. 

If Gen. GROSVENOR’S commission will 
finda way to keep out imported contract 
labor criminals, and the immoral and un- 
productive outcasts of Europe, it will dis- 
charge its whole duty. It was not ap- 
pointed to start a foolish crusade against 
the sturdy self-supporting and educated 
class of foreign immigrants merely because 
their mother tongue happens not to be 
English.

This is not free 
immigration to be welcomed, but importa- 
tion to be excluded. 


A Confederate’s Memorial Address. 
From the Springfield Republican. 

The remarks of Rev. Dr. Lindsay of St. 
Paul's Church in Boston at Hingham,Sunday, 
are worthy of special note among the Grand 
Army addresses of this memorial season. 
Dr. Lindsay was a confederate, but as he said 
to the Grand Army Post of Hingham, we 
are Americans now, and we were Americans 
then. In his words we recognize how fully 
the day has come which we anticipated when 
Memorial Day was yet a new institution, the 
day when that anniversary shall celebrate 
American manhood as it was manifested 
under the supreme testof war.

The American soldier submitted to discipline 
with intelligence, ‘‘although he had helped 
to elect his company’s officers and was their 
equal’’—something never seen except in 
America.

Whether or not Mr. Blaine is firmly in the

The serious need for additional men cannot 
be appreciated until the statement of Maj. 
Harrigan, Chief of Police, with regard to the 
present condition of the city is heard. 
Speaking of it this morning he said: 

The fact is that many of the beats in the 
city are not patrolled at all. We have just 
beats enough laid out for the full force, and 
when a man is absent from duty we have no 
one to put in his place. The sick roll carries 
about thirty men a day, and that means that 
thirty beats are left every day abso- 
lutely without police protection. Between 
Grand avenue and the city limiis there are 
forty-five square miles of territory, which ts 
patrolied by ane hundred men divided into 
two squads. In the northern partof that dis- 
trict there are beats which an officer cannot 
cover inaday. One contains over one hun- 
Grea diocks. In the Central District, the 
most important of all, there are not enough 
men to fll the places of those who are 
sick. The city is not property policed. The 
protection which the citizens. have a right to 
demand, and which ought to be given them, 
is not given them. The force is entirely in- 
adequate for the work that is required 
of it. There is not a single city in 
the country of 880,000 inhabitants 
which has not a larger force than 
St. Louis. There ts nota day of my life nor an 
hour of the day that cilizens do not come to 
my Office to complain that they have not suf- 
ficient protection in their neighborhoods. I 
tell them that Iknow it. They say they blew 
whistles for half an hom and could not get a 
policeman. I reply that they might have 
shot a cannon and pone would have heard it. 
It is simply the fact that there are not 
enough men to cover the city. 

UNCOVERED BEATS. 

This is the season of and every

THE DONNER PARTY. 


ASt. Louisan’s Recollection of One of the 
Horrors of California’s Early Days. 

Recent dispatches gave an account of the 

finding of atreasure buried by members of 


the Donner party, who were imprisoned in 
the snow at the place now called Donner 
Lake, while onthe way to California tn 1946. 
Mr. Wm. Loker, who helped to bury the re- 
mains ofthe Donner party, was met at the 
Laclede and gave some personal recollec- 
tions ofthat tragic occurrence. Mr, Loker 
was the adjutant of Freemont’s California 
battalion and shared in the explorer’s mi. 
tary operations while makinga conquest of 
California. 

Mr. Loker said that in the of 4 
on his way to California, wy 
camp, just before the first snow fell and be- 
fore the Donner party came up. That party 
consisted of forty-five persons, mate and fe- 
male, who were made up of disaffected em- 
grants crossing the plains who fell in behind 
the main stream of emigration and seeking 
anewroute. They thus lost a month’s time, 
and reaching the pass of the Sierra Nevada 
they were caught in the first snowstorm and 
suffered greatly. 

The snow commenced falling three weeks 
earlier than usual. When we came up from 
Los Angelos to Sutter’s Fort, now Sacra- 
mento, we were told that the Donner 
were imprisoned in the snow and were . 
fering the horrors of starvation. Fremont 
then sent outa relief party headed by Wm. 
Fallon, from St. Charlies, Mo., who was a 
member of our battalion. He made two trips 
tothe camp and found the men eating each 
other wife 


man who had died the night before. 
Fallon found a wretched man named Keys- 
burg reposing in the bottom of his cabin, 
which had been built up thirty feet high to 
keep even with the surfaceof the falling 
snow. This man had been charged by a 
woman with eating her husband and rob- 
bing him of the money left. Fallon told him 
if he did not give up the money he would 
hang him forthwith. The man denied hav- 
ing the money and invited Fallon to come 
down and join him in eating human liver, on 
which he was feasting. 

Mr. Fallon, who was an expert thrower, 
then hurled down a lariat into the den and 
caught the man around the neck, and as he 
was in the act of hauling him up he begged 
for mercy, and told where the money was 
concealed. The man, in spite of his protesta- 
tions, was brought by Fallon to Sacramento. 

Mr. Loker one day, with some comrades, 
stopped for dinner at Mrs. Montgomery’s 
ranch. A good dinner of boiled beef was 
provided. While seated atthe tablea girl 
who was one ofthe Donnor party, and had 
been brought in by the rescuers, sat rocking 
in chair and could not be valled upon to 
eat dinner. She continued rocking and then 
began crying as if her heart was breaking. 

Mrs. Montgomery went up to the girl an 
asked the cause of her grief. The girl then 
said, pointing to a plump little girl that 
sat in the corner, that she wanted to eat a

The Court Filled With Prominent Railroad 
Men From the East and Able Lawyers— 
A Long and Wearisome History of the 
Two Roads Takes Up the Morning Ses- 
sion. 


This morning the important and very “n- 
teresting suit of the Stockholders against 
the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Rallroad 
Co. in the United States Circult court, 
came up for a hearing.

The British Government Denounced for 
“A Cowardly Surrender to the United 
States’’—Action by the President and 
His Cabinet-The Canadian Opposi- 
tion. 


Löns, May 29.—It is understood that the 
Behring Sea bill which is to be introduced in 
the House of Commons to-day will totally 
prohibit the fishing for seals fora year. The 
Standard in commenting on the message, 
says: 

If the bill is an essential portion of the international 
arrangements for the general restraint of the capture 
of seals, it will be welcome, but if it im disabili- 
ties on british subjects while it leaves the hands of 
American adventurers free. a vast amount of explana- 
tion will be necessary to make it palatable to Parlia- 
ment or the country. 

THE BILL. 

Mr. Wm. Henry smith, the First Lord of the 
Treasury, to-day introduced inthe House of 
Commons, the bill prepared by the 
government prohibiting British subjects 
from catching seals in Behring Sea fora cer- 
tain period. The duration of time during 
which seals cannot be captured is not, how- 
ever, given in the bill. 

EXCITEMENT IN BRITISH COLUMBIA. 

A dispatch from Victoria, British Columbia, 
says that great excitement prevails there 
over the proposed action ofthe British Gov- 
ernment to prohibit British subjects from 
catching seals in the Behring Sea during a 
proposed close season, and that sealers 
openly propose to evade any law that may 
be passed on the subject. The feeling in 
London and Liverpool among merchants in 
terested in the seal fisheries, outside of the 
Americans, is very strong against the pro- 
posed measure, and the Government is freely 
denounced fora cowardiy surrender to the 
United States. Sir Edward Reed. a prom!i- 
nent Liberal, said last night, that the Gov- 
ernment seemed to be clearing its decks for 
approaching complications in Europe, and 
evidently did not intend to have an American 
quarrel on hand when European troubles 
were threatening. Gen. Allen said that the 
Canadians might get better terms now than 
later on, should England become involved in 
a foreign war. Gen. Allen thought the best 
thing for the Canadians was to acquiesce in 
any course that the Government should deem 
best, no less for their benefit than that of the 
Americans. 

ACTION AT WASHIEGTOR. 

Wanner, D. C., May D. —O wing to the 
continued absence of Mr. Blaine and the 
probabilities that he will be absent some time 
longer, the President has decidedto act in 
the Behring Sea question. The Cabinet went 
over the grounds of the controversy very 
thoroughly yesterday and then it was con- 
cluded to leave the entire dispute to arbitra- 
tors. This decision it is understood is not 
Mr. Blaine’s. The impression strongest in 
official circles is that it will be very easy to 
make arrangements with the British Govern- 
ment whereby the poaching can be stopped 
and mutual benefits obtained. In the event 
Parliament does take steps to stop poaching 
an order will, be issued to control 
the capture of seals by American ves- 
sels Gown to the food requirement. 
Although it is the belief of officers of the 
State and Treasury Departments that suff 
cient time yet remains in which to pass an 
act of Parliament and effectually put in op- 
eration a close season, a contrary opinion 
is taken of the situation by some other per- 
sons, who say that the effort now being made 
is begun too late. This opinion is ely 
based on Canadian opposition and the 
possibility that Canadian influence 
may be strong enough to de- 
lay Parliamentary action notwithstanding 
Lord Salisbury’s desire for a close season. 
It is that Lord Salisbury himself, 
through Sir Julian Pauncefote, has expressed 
to this Government doubt of his ability to 
prevent operations by sealing vessels already 
fitted out and in the Behring Sea, prepared 
for work. An act of Parliament would silence 
Canadian opposition more effectually than 
any order iggued by Lord Salisbury, but as 
time ig the great element in the case, a short 
delay in Parliament would be sufficient to give 
the sealers y to take quite a

CIVIL SERVICE REFORMERS. 


The Administration Indorsed by the St. 
Louis Society. 

There was a large attendance at the tenth 
annual meeting of the Civil Service Reform 
Association of St. Louis, which was held last 
night at the Washington University. The 
annual report, prepared with great care by 
Charles Claflin Allen, Chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committee, gaveareview of the work 
accomplished during the past. year. The as- 
sociations have grown from four, the number 
in existence ten years ago,to over seventy 
with a membership of many thousands. A 
marked feature of the report was 
the change in the tone of the 
references to the Harrison Administration 
At previous meetings his course in making 
appointments and removals has been se- 
verely condemned, but at present he is nearly 
in line with the civil service reformers. The 
report states that the past year has been 
marked by two notable extensions of the re- 
form system by the national Administration. 
With the approval of President Harrison the 
Secretary of the Interior has included within 
the classified service all physicians, school 
superintendents, teachers and matrons in the 
Indian service, to the number of about 600. 
The Secretary of the Navy has made all la- 
borers in the navy yards subject to 
the rules of registration and impartial 
selection. This order places under the merit 
system a varying number of employes, aver- 
aging upward of 4,000, who have heretofore 
been the occasion of the most scandalous 
abuses known to the spoils system. The 
president has also made a minor extension 
by including model attendants at the patent 
office in the rules, and has shut off one sort of 
„back door’’ entrance to the classified ser- 
vice by annulling the rule which permitted 
promotions or transfers. In view of all 
these evidences of progress, it is 
believed that this has been a very 
good year for civil service reform, and Presi- 
dent Harrison and his administration are en- 
titled to be credited by the association with 
the advance thus made in the application of 
reform principles. A resolution was then 
unanimously adopted, on motion of Charles 
Ulafiin Allen, expressing the regret felt by the 
association at the sudden death of Judge 8. 
M. Breckenridge. In recognition of his able 
services to the cause of reform, Charles 
Claflin Allen was elected president, and the 
meeting adjourned.

Dr. Holland’s information is of the same 
character, andis unfortunately at error, by 
reason of his habit of preferably getting his 
information from secondary sources, aided 
by his imagination, in place of seeing princi- 
pals for the facts when easily within reach if 
he so desired, this being the main, if not the 
entire cause, of many of his own troubles and 
the troubles ofthe church under his charge. 
Your news item contained no reflection on 
me, but I dislike my name to appear in the 
public prints, and I do this in the interest of 
correct news and to assure the public that 
there is not so much trouble in the precincts 
of St. George's Church as might be in- 
ferred.’’

GAMBLED IN GRAIN. 
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W. T. Kime’s Ruin and Disappearance 
Due to Speculation. 


THE MYSTERIOUS LETTER RECEIVED BY 
HIS RELATIVES. 


A Man Giving the Name of George A. Luhrs 
Writes to Them Telling Them He Found 
Kime in St. Louis Apparently in 2 
Drugged Condition—Luhrs Not Known 
Here. 


Following close upon the heels of telegrams 
sent to the St. Louis authorities yesterday 
afternoon, Messrs. D. 8. Kime and J. W. Mor- 
ris arrived in st. Louis this morning to fur - 
ther their search for W. T. Kime, who is mys- 
terlously missing from Westboro, Atchison 
County, Mo. Kime is another victim of Chi- 
cago Board of Trade grain manipulations. 

The missing man was raised on a farm near 
Westboro, and is now almost 80 years of 
age. He is married and is the father of 
four cnildren, Several years ago his father 


F. 7. Kime. 
died, leaving considerable property to be di- 
vided among his three sons. The older 
brother lost his heritage in the failure of a 
merchandise concern at Westboro, in which 
he was deeply engaged, and was given 
charge of the estate of his younger brothers. 
When James G. attained to his majority, 
two years ago, he left his property in his 
brother’s hands and has been attending com- 
mercial school at Westboro. 

BEGAN TO SPECULATE. 

With the young man’s money an elevator 
at Westboro was purchased and the elder 
brother engaged in the grain trade. Six 
weeks ago it developed that in direct variance 
with the wishes of the younger man he had 
engaged in grain speculation on the Chicago 
Board of Trade. Then the crash came. 
Eight thousand dollars in cash was gone and 
there was no more money in his hands with 
which to meet the demand for margins and 
everything was swept away. The crisis 
came three weeks ago last Sunday, and on 
Monday he disappeared. Without bidding 
any of his relatives or friends farewell oreven 
notifying them of his intended departure he 
quietly placed in a small yellow leather valise 
an extra suit of clothing, took the early train 
and went to St. Joseph. He was last seen 
by Westboro residents at that point. 
On Wednesday last a mysterious 
communication was received by his brothers 
from St. Louis. A letter addressed To the 
relatives of W. T. Kime, Westboro, Atchin- 
son County, Mo. In haste,’’ was received, 
postmarked the same day. The matter was 
poorly written and the words badly spelled. 
It read as follows: 

A LETTER FROM sr. LOUIS. 

I found a fellow walking on the streets last night 
about morning, acting asif he was crazy or had been 
drugged. Itook hold of him and asked him a lot of 
questions, but he could not give any sensible ans- 
wers, 80 went throng him and found 
in his pocket three or four dollars. 

e was well dress n a light 
suit of clothes. He had a card in his pocket which 
said that he was insured in the Preferred Mutual 
Association of New York, and that his name was W. 
T. Kime and his home wasat Westboro, Atchinson 
Co.. Mo. He also 
25-cent pieces in i 4 
little slate. I took i boarding- 
house in South St. Louis and left him. He could stay 
there as long as his money lasted, which would not 
be long. He looked like he was in trouble, and every 
little while he would say: I didn’t take his 
money. If he is anything to you,. you had better 
help him right away. 

The communication was signed George A. 
Luhrs. No addressof any kind was given 
and no such name appears inthe St. Louis 
City Directory. Telegrams were sent to the 
St. Louis authorities and to-day D. S. Kime 
and J. W. Morris came on to personally con- 
duct the search. Said Mr. Morris: 

have known W. T. Kime since we were 
boys together. Onthe morning of his disap- 
pearance I was on the train as far as Tarkio. 
He told me he was going to St. Joseph, and 
seemed very much depressed in spirits. He 
was seen in St. Joseph that afternoon by 
S. B. Day of Westboro, and said he 
thought of going West. Three days later 
the brother, whose money he had lost, re- 
ceived a letter from him written at Atchi- 
son, Kan. He only said that he had lost the 
money in Chicago Board ofTrade grain deals, 
and announced that he would never return to 
face him, preferring to go West and 
make a fresh start. On “Tues- 
day, a week ago, I was again 
in St. Joseph with a Westboro druggist 
named Sawyer, and met a traveling sales- 
man who claimed to have seen William in 
Larned, Kan., on the previous Sunday. That 
was the 17th inst., and the letter from St. 
Louis was received ten days later. 

FEARS FOUL PLAY. 

The brother, David 8. Kime fears foul play 
or suicide, and says: ‘‘Itis now known that 
when William left Westboro, he took with 
him between $400 and $500. What he did with 
the money between that time and the night 
he was found by this man Luhrs 
in St. Louis, is a mystery to me. 
That the Luhrs letter is the work of some 
person who was instrumental in his complete 
disappearance isthe theory which I have 
formed. It is certain that Luhrs searched 
his person because the 10 and 25-cent shin- 
plasters and the pocket slate, which he men- 
tions my brother has carried for 
years. The card from the Preferred Mut- 
ual Accident Association of New York 
is another evidence as to his identity. Then, 
too, the description is good, my brother hay- 
Ang been lame for four years from the effects 
of a fracture of the left ankle received in a 
fall into a 50-foot well. If my brother has 
been robbed and left penniless I am 
afraid he has taken his own II fe. 
It Luhrs is all right why did he 
not report the matter to the police or send us 
his address when he wrote? There was no 
reason for my brother’s disappearance, for 
he would certainly have been forgiven. As it 
is, the affairsare in such a tangled shape 
that my brother has been forced to make an 
assignment,and is liable to lose everything he 
has. His wife is almost frantic with grief 
over his absence. For my part 1 fear that he 
is dead.’’ 

DESCRIPTION OF THE MISSING MAN. 

Kime is six feet two inches tall and wei 
over two hundred pounds. He has dark com- 
plexion and dark curly hair, and walks lame 
from the effect of the injury to his left ankle. 
He may be wearinga light gray suit or light 
pants and dark coat and vest. The matter 
has been taken in hand by the police 
authorities, and descriptions of the missing 
be sent out at once. Detectives 
Connors and Schroeder of the Second Dis- 
trict are endeavoring to locate the man, Geo. 
A. Luhrs, while South st. Louis officers have 
been ordered to make inquiries for Kime in 
all - houses.

THE ACCUSED GUILTY OF MURDER IN 
THE SECOND DEGREE. 


Scenes in Oourt When the Verdict Was 
Rendered—The Killing of Police In- 
spector Hawley by Harley McCoy Dur- 
ing the Recent Legislative Troubles in 
Colorado. 


GREELEY, Oolo., May 29.—Harley McOoy, 
who murdered Police Inspector Hawley of 
Denver Jan. 14 last, was found guilty of mur- 
der in the second degree. The scene in 
court with his mother and wife was very sor- 
rowful. His attorneys made a motion for a 


new trial. 
THE CRIME. 

The story of the tragedy which has just 
ended with the verdict of the jury at Greeley 
goes back to the year 1878, when, as was al- 
jeged in testimony brought out in the case, 
the dead inspector deserted a wife and 
babies in Streator, III. His wrong doing was 
known to Harley McCoy, and 
one theory of the cause of the 
bad blood which existed between 
the two was the desire of Hawley to close 
wMcCoy’s mouth and prevent his making pub- 
lic the Story of the Streator scandal in Den- 
ver. McCoy rehearsed this story on the 
witness stand last Monday. He said that in 
December, 1890, Hawley and he had a conver- 
sation about the scardal, and the inspector 
threatened to kl himif he ever spoke of it 
publicly in Denver. They patched up a truce 
and it was agreed that they should let each 
other alone. 

ANOTHER THEORY.

After the calling of the rol and reading and 
approving of minutes of the last meeting of 
the society, the secretary’s report was read, 
Mrs. Tuttle calling on Rev Car- 
roll M. Davis to perform the 
office. The report covered the year’s work, 
which showed that a total of $7,845.27 had 
been contributed by the ladies during the 
year for missionary purposes. This was an 
increase of $2,230.85 over last year’s dona- 
tions. 

Mrs. E. C. Simmons then read the report of 
mite boxes, which showed a total of $210.11 
had been collected in that manner. Mite 
boxes are small boxes placed onthe mantel 
into which visitors may drop pennies or nick- 
els, or any amount they wish. 

Mrs. Thompson read a report of All Saints’ 
debt fund, which showed that $603 had been 
raised for that purpose. All Saints’ Colored 
Church of this city has a debt of $8,000, which 
the Woman’s Auxiliary is assisting in paying 
off by annual donations.

Episcopal Oonvention. 

The vexed question agitating Episcopal 
Church circles,in consequence of the obscurity 
of canon 10, relating to the removal of 
churches, is still unsettled, the convention 
held at Christ Church Cathedralin this city, 
which undertook to adjust the matter, hav- 
ing adjourned without taking any definite 
action on the question. The effort, there 
fore, of Bishop Tuttle to bring about an 
amicable settlement of the St. George's 
Church trouble, which has resulted in such 
bad feeling between Dr. Holland, the pastor, 
and some of his fock, and which may result 
in a split in the church, was a failure. 

After discussing the canon yesterday for 
nearly two hours in the convention it was re- 
ferred to a committee of seven before ad- 
journment took place and to be revised and 
a report to be submitted at the next annual 
convention a year hence. The committee is 
composed of Rev. M. Schuyler, Rev. F. D. 
Scheetz, Mr. T. K. Skinker, Prof. M. S. Snow, 
Mr. F. J. McMaster, Judge J. A. Seddon and 
Mr. W. H. Denison. 

This action was taken at the suggestion of 
Mr. T. K. Skinker, whois a leading lawyer, 
and who stated that the sections of the canon 
contradicted each other and that the canon as 
a whole failed to cover the question which it 
was intended to regulate. As the canon stood 
now, the power in the bishop was absolute in 
the matter of church removals, and Mr. 
Skinker challenged anyone to show 
him anything in the canon 
to prove to the contrary. This 
would throw the settling of the St. George’s 
controversy all on the shoulders of Bishop 
Tuttle, a burden which that gentleman re- 
fuses to shoulder. The friends of Bishop 
Tuttle, therefore, in the convention came to 
the rescue with a dissenting opinion from 
Mr. SKinker, but could bring no arguments 
to bear which could convince the majority 
that Mr. Skinker’s position was not correct. 

Mr. Skinker was not alone in his views. 
Mr. F. J. McMaster,Chairman of the commit- 
tee to which the canon had first been sub- 
mitted, agreed with Mr. Skinker as to the ob- 
scurity of the canon, and its need of revision, 
but thought that as the bishop had asked the 
advice ot the convention in construing it as 
it stood, he thought it was the duty 
of the convention to take some ac 
tion, and not leave the bishop and 
standing committee in their present 
muddie for another year. The more debate 
there was, however, the farther the conven- 
tion became from arriving at any agreement, 
and Mr. Skinker's motion to lay the matter 
over for a year was finally put and carried. 

ELECTION OF DELEGATES. 

The convention then elected delegates to 
the General Assembly as follows: 
Rev. P. G. Robert, Rev. Carroll M. 
Da vis, Mr. F. J. McMaster and 
H. W. Hough. Mr. C. 8. Freeborn, Mr. 
Frank Carter and Mr. F. N. Judson were 
elected trustees of the permanent Episcopal 
fund. Rev. J. P. T. Ingraham, Mr. J. R. 
Triplett and Mr. E. J. Thomas were chosen 
trustees for the theological education fund. 
Rev. B. E. Reed, Mr. H. W. Hough aud Mr. 
M. W. Alexander were named trustees of the 
infirm clergy fund. 

After deciding to meet in Christ Church Ca- 
thedral again next yearthe convention ad- 
journed.

Luke’s Hospital Association, which was 
held in the chapel of the 
hospital at Nineteenth street and Washing- 
ton avenue.

$23,585.52 and the disbursements $23,502.16. 
The debt on the hospital had been reduced 
from $15,000 to $13,000 during the year. The 
number of patients in the hospital 
are thirty-five and the capacity fifty.
